SPOKANE, Dec. 12 (/P) — A consultant for the army engineers proposed today construc- 
tion of new upstream Columbia river rcservoira to store 27,000,000 acre feet of water for 
power and flood control. 

E. B. Terpen, Portland, said siich reservoirs three years ago wouid'have rcduttd by one- 
third the destructive Columbia river flood of 19'18. The flood raised havoc in the north- 
west and wiped out tho wartime city ot Vanport. Ore.

Qtorge H. Olmstead, director of ths defense 
department's military aid proBram. for at- 
tempting to conceal soma of these facts. 

When original schedules for arms ship- 
ments to Europe collapsed, his ottlce simply 
lowered Its sights to easier goals. Later, be- 
cause' these more limited alms wore sur- 
passed, the gbnenU mlsleadlngly told news- 
men overseas shipments were "well ahead 
of schedule." 

This kind of performance has no place In 
a nation trying seriously to contribute the 
lion's share to defense of the free world. We 
cannot Inspire confidence In the 'American 
government bj^ resort to statistical trickery. 
Both the people at home and our friends 
abroad are entitled to a straight story. 

In this case, the stor^Js not a tiappy one. 
According to the Johnson report, our produc- 
tion deficiencies can be laid to shortages of 
materials, manpower'and machine toolii. We 
seem not to have learned the lesson of World 
war H— that ample provision for greatly ex- 
panded output of machine tools Is funda- 
mental to the entire defense aftorC. 

These shortanes exist, said the committee, 
because production Is badly coordinated and 
because we Americans do not "have the cour- 
age to put guns aher.d of butter.", Tn other 
words, we are stlU too Intent on muntalnlng 
business aa usual and running the defense 
program ai a sort of sideshow. Tlie hard 
decisions that would give defense the domi- 
nating priority It nieds arc not being made. 

All this means, of course, that neither wo 
nor our allies are getting the sort of delanso 
ws presumably want. For example, the John- 
son committee declared "the sad fact Is wa 
do not have a modernized air licet which 
begins to approach our target of 05 wings." 
To authorize 140-odd wings, as Is contem- 
plated, will only add to on illusion of strength 
which does not exist. We are still Just paper- 
strong. 

We are asking the Europeans to face the 
realities, to slash through Che underbrush of 
preliminaries and get down to business. We 
had better practice what we preach. 

MILITARY GOVERNMENT 
Brig.-Oen. Julius Holmes, now tj. S, min- 
ister-counselor at the U. S. embassy In Lon- 
don, tells the story of how tha United States 
got Into the field of military government 
during World war II.' It has an Important 
bearing on one of the major U. B. responsi- 
bilities today, which Is in finding sood and 
competent men who can work with foreign 
governments In developing their learmamant 
programs. 

Tho United States has no West Point for 
training diplomats. And such "pro-consuls" 
as It does develop have to Icam their lessons 
tha hard way, by bitter experience. 

It was like that In World war 11, according 
to General Holmes. After the conclusion of 
the African campaign. General Elsenhower 
received a directive from the chiefs of staff 
to take Sicily. The plan for the military 
campaign was all worked out In detail. And 
then General Holmes, who was on Elsen- 
hower's staff, raised the question, "What are 
we going to do with It after we Bet It?"' 

Everybody looked up In amaicment and 
asked General Holmes what he meant. Well, 
ha explained, here was a good-sized Island 
with a' lot of people on It. They had to be 
fed. tho police and fira departments had to 
bo run, and so on. 

"■STou do that." said General Elsenhower. 

"In addition to my other duties?" asked 
General Holmes. 

"Yeh." said Ike. 

And so the idea of military government was 
born. General Holmes sent scouts Into the 
"African towns to see If they could buy copies 
of Baedecker's guide to Italy, and any other 
■ books on Sicily. They came back with two. 
They served as the basis for seeing what the 
geography of the place was, and how It had 
been governed. 

When General Holmes had figured out 
what tho army would do with Sicily after It 
was taken, he flew to Washington with his 
plans and got them approved. Two days 
later MnJ.-Gen. John M. HUdrJnff was aj- 
■ signed by General Marshall, then chief of 
staff, to open a military government school 
at University of Virginia. And so the U. 3, 
got into the business. _ 

At the end of the war, however, the school 
was allowed to die, and all the civilians who 
had been - recruited as military governors 

were mustered out of the amiy. Bo now tho 

Job has to be done all over again.

Although they have not alwny agreed on the court, 
both are ot tho quiet, con.icrvatlve tyjie, No oUier ap- 
pointment would 00 commend both Mr. Truman and 
Mr. Vlmon lo IntluenUal legal, financial and busU 
ness Interests In Hew York and elsewhere. 

That would be an importnnt consideration In a 
presidential year, and It will Hgum JmportanUy In any 
conversations the Prelsdent and Uie chlct Justice mny 
have on Uie question.

MORE HIGHWAY PUZZLES 
II you ask "What arc highways for?" you might be. 
thought ft handy candidate for the booby hatch. A 
serious answer to this question, however. Is a com- 
plicaUon In Itselt. It Is more than academic: It Is a 
serious quesUon which hasn't been answered, com- 
pletely, It poses some serious financial problems, too. 

The folks down at aeneieo, and particularly the 
commissioners of Oeneses highway district and com- 
mL^slo^era ot highway district No. 1. north ot aenc,%ec, 
wondering, and puiiled. They have a right lo be. 
Other folks will be punled too in tho years to come. 

A few years ago hlahwaya were built for a. two-pur- 
pose reason: lo Mr\'c local area re^ldent3 and to carry 
Intra-area trntllc. Today highways nre built almost 
wholly for Uie latter purpose. Here we dlsUnBulsh, ot 
course, between highways and roads; roads, In this 
definition, atUl nre buhl to serve area re.ildenU. 

Thirty years ago U. S. DS waa constmcled through 
this area, it was completed a tew years later as the 
north and south highway with construction of the 
Joining links through the canj'on of the Little Solmon ■ 
and the moln Solmon river between New Me.-idowa and 
Orangevllle. The rlght-ot-way for Uils principal arte- 
rial highway was purchased by local tnxpaylng dla- 
irlcts. This rlghi-ot-way waa deeded to the sute. and 
tho slate constructed the highway and guaranteed Its'- 
mnlnle nonce, 

OeneroUy the highway sllll follows the original loca- 
tions. But there have been diversions to shorten tho 
distance and to eliminate grodcs and cmrci. Some o£ 
the rclocutlona have been minor. »a, tor cxilmplc. tho 
rclocallon north of Moscow, over Viola Hrntle and pa.^t 
the vUliige ot Vloln. Yet this lelt about four miles of 
tho old road— along which arc mora resldcnu than tho 
new sectlnn— n highway .'•no man's land." It recently 
was lumrd back to highway dhtrlct No. 2 to maintain. 

Qenciec eommUaloncrs were told the other day. they' 
sfty. that ihe stote win turn over to the iwo local high- 
way dlalrlcUi involved the old aecllon ot state hlBhway 
north from Genesee to Thorticreek. This is a section of 
about 10 miles. Bordering It are practically all the farm 
residences between Thorncreelc and Gcncsec-The new 
route serves pracllcally no local homej. 

Folks In Uie area are pretty disturbed. Tlie mainten- 
ance coats could be more thon the dLdrlct cm afford. 
The districts once raised SIO.OOO to purchase this rlRht- 
ot-woy and deed It to stale. Tho purchase was through 
bonds.- since paid oft, but enUlUng wiih Interest 
charges a sum larger than the purcha."e price. 

With respect to the four mllea of highway abandoned 
north ot Moscow, and recently turned back lo dLMrlct 
No, 1. ft further Incongruity reaults. Not only did ihe 
Moscow dlitrlcl purtliase the right-of-way now aban- 
doned, but live years ago li also purchased, and deeded 
to tho oUte. the rlKhl-ot-way for the road that super- 
ceded that stretch. And bonds for the original purchase, 
floated back In lOlQ, nre not yet paid for. 

The olate'S poiltlnn i, loRlcnl al.io. If It were to go on 
malnuinlng nit the abandoned aectlons displaced by 
new highways It would be a.-Kumlng ft liability which 
could ooon prccliKle mofltrhlJ!lna,thp otato road .lyjicm 
•Slmptt IhrouglHi^lc oi lunds. 

As the stale ^y^^'nl In further modcmlied we mav 
expect the.ncw policy ot turning back ouch eccUona of 
old highways to local rilslrlcta to accclcrote. There wilt 
bo many more sections abandoned and many more 
nmblemf nlmval onto iiir unwUllng laps ol local db,- 
trlcti.— MoKow Idtthoiuan. ^ \

The 'party exists for tho party. 

The parties run the elecUons abso- 
lutely and, after election, the party 
In power delegatea Judicial and even 
legislative power to cabinet members 
In command of divisions of tho bU' 
reaucracy. 

Thcao cabinet mJnlatrJts, In turn, 
delegate power to minor bureauerals. 
And tho people have no more real 
power than so - many buttonhole 
makers In the private empire of 
Dave Dublnsky, 

Self- acknowledged outhorlllM, 
who constantly pell this decrepit, 
negligent and seedy Institution with 
new-mown rose-petals merely be- 
cause It Is British, can't even agree 
whether a member of parliament 
does or should represent hLi dUtrlcl. 
his party, his own moral and polit- 
ical convlctlona or the votcra who 
put him over. 

Usually, their votes elect persons, 
who are total strongera to them, 
cho.icn by oUier strangers In porly 
headquarters In London. The prop- 
osition Is strongly advanced that 
the people should not be Intimately 
acquainted with their parliamentary 
representatives. Ten MPs reside In 
their "constituencies."

Care of Your Children^ 



By ANGELO PATRI 



When there U a difference of 
opinion concerning a child's direc- 
tion, the child falls between his par- 
ents. The very thing they want most 
to do, direct their child In paths of 
pleasantness, Ln sacrificed because 
the child Is confused, distressed and 
thrown back upon himself. Belns n 
child, he will choose the way that 
seems pleasantest to him. That Is 
Usually the childish way that leads 
to childishness. 

A father who was reared In the 
old, hard way of obedience, without 
^ question, work as a discipline for 
behavior unsuitable In the eyes of 
his parents, church as a stem gov- 
ernment In all the ways of life. 
Wanted his sen to attend church 
regularly because he knew thU par- 
ticular child needed the Buldoncc 
of religious people. 

"The boy did not want to go, ot 
course. Neither his father nor his 
mother went. Father. In rebellion 
against the home discipline, had re- 
fused to go at the age ot 14 and 
never went back. His wife reminds 
him faf this when he Insists UinfhLn 
son attend church service saying, 
"What did you do when you were 
147" NaturaOy'the boy does' not go 
to church. 

The same result, negative action 
on the boy's part, will follow any dif- 
ference of opinion between the par- 
ents. For the sake ot the child, the 
thing to do Is to decide, privately, 
What course b best for the child and 
agree on It.
